Procedure for New Judge. 

A newly-appointed judge must 
serve for at least one year be- 
fore he comes before the voters 
for a decision on whether he 
shall serve a full term. 

Although Judge Hyde had the 
largest favorable majority of all 
the judges appearing on the St. 
Louis ballot—142,759—the larg- 
est judicial vote was cast in the 
case of Judge Comerford of the 
Court of Criminal Correction. 
The total vote for and against 
Comerford was 179,987, with a 
majority of 139,911 in his favor. 

The vote on Judge Comerford 
was 79 per cent of the 225,095 
ballots cast here in the race for 
state ayditor.

EX-CONVICT HERE ADMITS 
KILLING PENNSYLVANIA BOY 


Robert E. McBeth, a former 
convict, admitted following his 
arrest yesterday that he killed 
a 3-year-old epileptic boy in 
Pennsylvania two years ago by 
smothering the child with a 
handkerchief, police reported. 

In a signed statement, McBeth 
said he smothered the child, 
Michael DeWolf, “to stop his 
suffering.” He said the child 
was suffering from pneumonia, 
in addition to the epileptic af- 
fliction, when he killed him in 
Greenville, in 1952.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (UP) |

Russia today a new message on | 
the American atoms-for-peace | 
plan which President Eisenhow- 
er said he hopes will lead to 

more fruitful” negotiations. 

Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles handed the new com | 
munication to Russian Ambas- 
sador Georgi Zarubin after Mr. 
Eisenhower disclosed the new 
move at his news conference. 

Mr. Eisenhower originally 
made the proposal before the 
United Nations General As- 
sembly last year for an interna- 
tional pool of fissionable ma- 
terial and information. 

He said today he hopes the 
new message will ‘start a new 
phase in the U.S.-U.S.S.R. nego- 
tiations which will be more fruit- 
ful than the first phase during 
which the Soviets showed a lack 
of interest in cooperating with 
the United States to further in- 
ternational co-operation in de- 
veloping the peaceful uses of 
atomic energy.” 

Zarubin conferred with Dulles 
for about 15 minutes. The text 
of the new United States mes- 
sage apparently will not be made 
public until tomorrow, some 
time after it is delivered to Mos- 
cow. 

The message is in reply to a 
communication from Russia on 
Sept. 22 in which the Reds indi- 
cated they wanted to renew 
negotiations on the atoms pro- 
posal made by Mr. Eisenhower. 

The President also told his

Nebraska has elected three Re- 
publican Senators—one the first 
woman in state history to be 
sent to either house by ballot.

Two Physicists to Share Prize. 

Profs. Born and Bothe will 
share the $35,066 prize for 
physics. 

Born, who returned recently 
to Bad Pyrmont in West Ger- 
many after 10 years’ ‘work in 
Great Britain, was.one of the 
first German scientists to lose 
his job as a professor under the 
Nazis. He took up residence in 
exile as a professor at the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh, Scotland. 

Bothe joined agg ae elberg 
University faculty in and 
was named director of its Insti- 
tute of Physics in 1946. 

The two men become Ger- 
many’s thirteenth and fourteenth 
winners of the physics award. 

Born has concentrated his 
work on the theoretical side of 
physics. Bothe has ‘been pri- 
marily an experimental physi- 


cist. 

The Swedish ‘academy said 
Born was honored “for his fun- 
damental works in quantum me- 
chanics, especially his statistical 
interpretation of the wave func- 
tion.” This expression in for- 
mulae of the previously mvys- 
terious “wave function’ within 
the atom has enabled scientists 
to calculate various states of the 
atom. 

Bothe was cited for his “‘co- 
incidence method and the dis- 
coveries he made with it.” From 
his findings was developed one 
of the major precision instru- 
ments of nuclear science, en- 
abling scientists to measure time 
spaces within the atom of less

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3 (AP)— | 
Capture by the Democrats of a. 


majority of House seats in yes- 
terday’s election means that 
Southerners will take charge*of 
the most important committees 
in the new Congress. 

It opens the way for Repre- 
sentative Sam Rayburn of Texas 
to establish again a new record 
for service as a speaker—the 
presiding officer of the House. 

With control of the Senate still 
undetermined, it had been estab- 
lished in midmorning that Demo- 
crats had won the House and 
taken over chairmanship of its 
19 standing committees. 

In some ways, these are more 
important than their Senate 
counterparts since the House un- 
der the Constitution must origi- 
nate all tax legislation and ap- 
propriations bills. 

Nixon May Decide. 


In the Senate, the close strug- 
gle for control raised the pos- 


sibility that chamber’s presiding | MA NHA TTA N 


Vice President Nixon, | 


officer, 
would cast a tie-breaking vote. 
to retain control of the G.O.P. | 

In that event, the two branch- | 
es of Congress would be di-| 
vided between the two major 
parties for the first time since 
1930, when the Democrats or- | 
ganized the House. 

Rayburn, the 72-year-old Texan 
who already has been House 
speaker for longer than anyone 
in the country’s history, will take 
over again, succeeding Republi- 
Martin Jr. of 
Massachusetts. His tenure was 
broken by the G.O.P. Ejightieth 
Congress in 1947-48 and by the 
Republican victory two years 
ago. The House speaker is auto- 
matically third in line of succes- 
sion to the presidency. 

In January 1951, Rayburn 
equaled the record set by Henry 
Clay morethanacentury earlier 
and then went on to hang up a 
new mark before yielding the. 
gavel to Martin. 


Clay’s service | 
spanned more than eight years | 
between 1811 and 1825. Rayburn | 
first became speaker in Septem- 
ber 1940. |

With 30 election districts un- 
reported, Javits led Roosevelt 
by 2,588,396 to 2,412,304, a mar- 
gin of 176,092. 

After Harriman defeated him 
at the convention for the top 
spot on the ticket, young Roose- 
velt decided to accept third 
place — the attorney general 
nomination—rather than that 
for lieutenant governor. One 
interpretation of this was that 
instead of having his name 
linked with that of Harriman 
(New Yorkers vote for the gov- 
ernor and lieutenant governor as 
one) Roosevelt thought that with 
'a separate lever on voting ma- 
chines for him he might’ lead 
the ticket oVer Harriman in 
popular appeal and might bene- 
fit from the “bullet” vote (bal- 
lots marked for only one candi- 
date). 

Harriman’s victory ended 12 
years of stewardship at Albany 
by Dewey, who twice used the 
New York governorship as a 
springboard for unsuccessful 
tries for the presidency. . Harri- 
man quickly spiked speculation 
he might try to do the same. 

“IT will not be a candidate for 
the presidency in 1956,” he said. 
“I’m for Adlai Stevenson.” Har- 
riman was a candidate against 
Stevenson in 1952. 

Harriman triumphed despite 
personal intervention in the 
New York campaign by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. The chief 
executive made a 40-mile auto- 
mobile tour through city streets 
with Ives and Dewey shortly 
before the election, stopping at 
housing projects to greet startled 
housewives. 


Harriman will have to deal 
with a Legislature still firmly 
in control of the G.O.P. in both 
houses as the result of the elec- 
tion. 


Political Blow for Dewey. 


The defeat of Ives dealt a 
stunning political blow to Dewey, 
who had picked him as his suc- 
cessor and masterminded his 
campaign. Dewey prabably will 
have far less influence at the 
1956 Republican nominating con- 
vention than he did in 1952, 
when he spearheded the nomina- 
tion of President Eisenhower. 
Harriman, a millionaire busi- 
ness man and former diplomat, 
had never before been elected 
to public office. In éhe cam- 
paign, he was the target of ac- 
cusations that ranged from skul- 
duggery in business to anti- 
unionism. 

The 63-year-old Harriman 
piled up a 700,000 vote plurality 
in New York City, enough to 
off-set heavy Republican votes 
in rural counties where eciti- 
zens in some cases had to plow 
through snowdrifts to get to the 
polls. 

The election results make 
Harriman, former Mutual Se- 
curity Administrator, Ambassa- 
dor to Moscow and Secretary of 
Commerce, the first Democrat 
to be elected Governor of New 
York since 1938. Harriman will 
be the first Governor to enjoy 
the new $50,000-a-year salary 
voted at the last session of the 
Legislature. The-preesnt sal- 
ary is $25,000. 

Ives Keeps Senate Seat. 

For Senator Ives, it was his 
first defeat in 24 years.in public 
office and last night he observed 
that “this was not a Republican 
day.” In response to reporters’ 
queries as to his immediate 
plans, he smiled anf said: “I’ve 
got to get home, get packed and 
go to Washington.” 

The Senator, in making the 
race for Governor, did not re- 
linquish. his Senate seat which 
he holds until Jan. 3, 1959. But 
he must return to Washington

In the face of an almost certain Democratic 
conquest of the House Mr. Eisenhower called 
repeatedly for a Republican Congress. He went 
personally into approximately half the states in 
which the G.O.P. had a chance to win in Senate 
races. Finally he put his preStige on the line 
last Friday in a whirlwind tour of Ohio, Michi- 
gan, Kenthcky and Delaware in the hope of tip- 
ping the scales in those states: His candidates 
lost in three of the four and it.is idle to say 
that Mr. Eisenhower did not lose in substantial 
degree along with them. 


New York Votes for Decency 

By far the one most wholesome election in 
the country was in New York state where Averell 
Harriman, Democrat, narrowly won the governor- 
ship from Senator Ivés, Republican, retiring 
Gov. Dewey’s handpicked choice for a succes- 
sor. Under unconscionable Dewey coaching and 
predding, Senator Ives permitted himself to 
be the instrument of a campaign that was 
dirty, irrelevant and at times desperate to the 
point of being nonsensical. He and his mentor 
unloosed one smear after another against a 
man of fine character. Finally they were so fool- 
ish as to challenge Mr. Harriman’s legal right 
to be a nominee because he participated in an 
unofficial party preference test in the voteless 
District of -Columbia. 

The New York overturn ends 12 years of Re- 
publican rule in the Governor’s office at Al- 
bany. The Dewey-Brownell stock goes down 
accordingly and this is certain to have an ef- 
fect on Republican national affairs. It will not 
be missed, either, that the defeat in New York 
came after President Eisenhower's all-out effort 
in Senator Ives’s behalf with two days of cam- 
paigning in New York City. As he returns to 
his seat in the Senate, Senator Ives: may care 
to speculate on the likelihood that the dis- 
gracefully: low level of his campaign cost him 
ample votes to assure his defeat. 

In Gov.-elect Hafrimas, New York has an 
executive ‘who has werked hard and unosten- 
tatiously in a series of difficult posts at home 
and abroad. He is at once a figure of political 
prominence. 


Governorship Switches 

In addition to New York, the Democrats won 
at least six and perhaps seven governorships 
previously held by Republicans, while the G.O.P. 
took none from the Democrats. Leading the 
switches in significance were Pennsylvania, 
which elected George M. Leader as its first 
Democratic Governor since 1934, and Connecti- 
cut, where former Congressman Ribicoff de- 
feated Gov. John D. Lodge. The new Demo- 
cratic governors will influence their party's 
1956 presidential nomination, strengthen party 
organization in their states for the 1956 cam- 
paign, and possibly affect the composition of 
the Senate by appointments to fill any vacancies 
during the next two years. 


Elephants Appear in Dixie 

The Republicans did surprisingly. well in the 
South. Their most spectacular accomplishments 
were the election of one Representative in eath 
ef the traditionally Democratic states of Florida 
and Texas. Thesé-were the first Republican 
Representatives elected from those states in a 
regular election since. Reconstruction. 

Election of a Republican Representative in 
the Florida district comprising St. Petersburg 
and Tampa was not too surprising, since many 
Northerners with Republican ties have settled 
there in retirement. More of an upset still was 
the Republican victory in the Texas district 
which takes in Dallas. 

In addition, the Republicans held the one 
House seat in North Carolina, two of the three 
in Virginia, and one of the two in Kentucky 
they won with Eisenhower. 


Jersey's Old Guard Beaten? 
Though absentee ballots and the extreme Nnar- 
rewness of the margin make the New Jersey 


‘senatorial centest still uncertain, former Repre- 


sentative Clifford P. Case, a progressive Repub- 
liean with strong Eisenhower backing, appears 
to have won by a few hundred ‘votes, Af later 
figures verify this result, it will be a striking 
defeat for the G.O.P. reactionaries and Senator 
McCarthy, ‘who conspicuously opposed Mr. Case 
after the latter had said that if elected he would

_crats needed the Veep, who is already full of 
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were in question: This was preposterous on 
its face, since at the time Mr. Meek was busy 
opposing rent and price controls in the war 
years, Paul Douglas was in combat with the 
Marines in: the Pacific.

Democratic victors included the incumbent Rep- 
resentative John W. Green, who is under indict- 
ment charging he obtained $600 by represent- 
ing he could get a parole for a St. Louis con- 
vict in the state penitentiary, John W. Jeynt, 
one-time Circuit Judge with a penchant, for rec- 


ommending parales for hoodlums, is the new | 


State Senator in the city’s Second District. . 

The St. Louis legislative delegation can do 
much to accelerate the drive for progress and 
reform in the city. A metropolitan community 
in which the civie spirit has been rekindled will 
expect nothing less than a first-class perform- 
ance from its representatives in Jefferson City. 


Two-Party Gain in County 

St. Louis county voters proved emphatically 
that they now have a real and energetic two- 
party system. In race after race the Demo- 
crats showed unusual strength, and though the 
Republicans generally came through, the party 
which has never held full power picked up one 
seat in the County Council and threw a scare 
into the veteran Supervisor, Luman Matthews. 


Promise for Law Enforcement 


At the same time the voters pushed partisan- 
ship aside to approve the plan for a non-politi- 
cal and professional county police force by 
nearly 5.to 1. The horse-and-buggy sheriff 
system is out as far as police work is concerned. 
And to strengthen prosecution, countians elected 
a promising young former legislator, Edward 
W. Garnholz, over former Congressman Karst. 


Judgeships in St. Lauis and County 
St. Louisans voting under the Nonpartisan 
Court Plan retained all seven judges whose 
terms were expiring. But only about 79 per 
cent of those who went to the poils marked the 
separdte judicial ballot. That is better than 
the 65 per cent of two years ago, but voter indif- 
ference is the court plan's worst enemy. 

In St. Louis county, an acceptable judicial 
group of two Democrats and two Republican 
Circuit Judges was elected. Those chosen were 
the capable Noah Weinstein and glas Jones, 
Democrats, and Fred Mueller and Franklin Fer- 
riss, Republicans. Unhappily all four had to bat- 
tle it out as politicians seeking office, not as 
jurists above the mire of partisanshjp. Before 
the next general election rolls around county 
voters ought to be permitted an opportunity to 
adopt the nonpartisan plan. ‘ 


Illinois at Last Redistricts — . 

In Illinois, voters both downstate and {n Cook 
county turned out substantial majorities for the 
constitutional amendment that will reapportion 
legislative districts for the first time since 1901. 


' By his leadership in this cause, Goy. Stratton 
has earned commendation for achieving what . 


others before him failed to achieve, though the 
final result wquld have been impossible without 
the spirited nonpartisan campaign led by the 
Illinois Committee for Constitutional Revision. 


Voting Machines for St. Clair County 

One good local proposition won and another 
lost in Illinois. St. Clair county approved 
a proposal for voting machines, thereby ‘follow- 
ing the tested example of East St. Louis, the 
first community in this metropolitan afea to 
adopt this modern device for fast and accurate 
counting of votes. 

‘In East St. Louis proper, voters defeated a 
proposal to adopt a nonpartisan municipal court 
system. The politically-powerful Justices of the 
Peace, whose pocketbooks would have suffered if 
the plan had been approved, naturally are breath- 
ing easier. East St. Louis lawyers who sponsored 
the proposal should try again. The first effort 
was an investment in educating the voters. 


Responsibility for the Democrats 
The Democratic party now assumes a heavy 
responsibility across the nation. Any post-elec- 
tion elation should give way immediately to the 
realization that the country as never before needs 
careful, devoted government in the publie inter- 
est. There should be no thought of reprisals or 
recriminations, The cue for the Democrats is 
to be big enough to ignore the basely unfair 
charges of “treason” and “disloyalty” of the 
Nixons and McCarthys. The cue for them is

party as a party of “reason.” : 

Fortunately Democratic leaders are already 
on record as opposed to any “cold war” between 
the White House and Congress.

To support its contention that Latti- 
more falsely denied following the Con- 
munist line, the indictment contends 
that his written views paralleled those 
of the Soviet Government on such sub- 
jects as the Marshall plan, the Atlantic 
pact and the United States’ policy in 
Asia. The Soviet Union criticized the 
Marshall plan. So did such an eminent 
American as former President Hoover. 
Russia opposed the Atlantic pact. So 


did a patriotic Senator named Robert. 


A. Taft. The Seviet Government de- 
manded that the United States get out 
of Asia. So did a former American Am- 
bassador to London, John P. Kennedy. 

There is no adequate legal criteria to 
define what words or how many words 
add up to following the Communist 
line. It will be a sad day for America 
if the Government is ever able to put 
a man in jail for disagreeing with it. ~

Federal Judge Luther Youngdah! has 
angrily rejected the Government's 
charge of “bias” and refused to disqual- 
ify himself in the Lattimore perjury 
case.

We are concerned here only with the 
new indictment against Mr. Lattimore, 
not with the others that have been 
standing for two years. Those earlier 
counts charge perjury in statements Mr. 
Lattimore made about specific things he 
did or did not do—having lunch with a 
Soviet diplomat on a certain date, ac- 
cepting manuscripts from an author 
known to him as a Communist, etc. 
They deal with overt actions. 


The new charge that Mr. Lattimore 
lied in denying that he was a follower 
of the Communist line, on the other 
hand, seems to us quite different. It 
seems to mean that a person can be 
charged with perjury if a gran@ jury 
can be persuaded to question that per- 
son’s own statement of his own mo 
and intentions. 

Whether Mr. Lattimore is guilty or 
innocent, he deserves to be tried on his 
specific actions and his testimony about 
those actions. The persistent efforts 
to try him on other charges—charges 
that are not susceptible to factual eet

The new indictment charges, in part, 
that Lattimore from 1935 to 1950 “know- 
ingly and intentionally followed the 
Communist line.” . 

It appears to be the key charge in the 
case against Lattimore. What it says is 
that for 15 years Lattimore wrote and 
uttered opinions on Far -Easern affairs 
which were in substance the same as 
the opinions disseminated by .uhe Krem- 
lin and that Lattimore knew it. 

We will not presume to judge wheth- 
er that charge is true or ‘whether, if 
true, it constitutes perjury. We do be- 
lieve, though, that Americans ought to

be troubled by the fact that such a 
charge can be made against. a fellow 
citizen by the United States Govern- 
ment in all seriousness. For here is 
another case of the Federal Govern- 
ment attempting to punish a man for 
holding certain opinions and uttering 
them. Not, it should be noted, because 
they were wrong opinions, but simply 
because they allegedly coincided with 
the official opinions of Russia. 


What is important here is the fact 
that a man is being pilloried by his 
Government, not just by a tin-horn jun- 
icr Senator.

“They're certainly out to get that 
guy,” remarked one citizen as he read 
a headline announcing. Owen Latti- 
mcocre’s new indictment on grounds of 
perjury..

We think the courts should have a 
chance to examine the validity of these 
new charges before the trial is held. It 
would be a most unfortunate precedent 
if a trial should go forward on one set 
of vague charges substituted for similar 
charges which the courts have found 
defective.

Between Book Ends 


_ Background for Heroes 
THE WORLD OF ODYSSEUS, by M. f. Finley. 

(Viking, 179 pqs., $3.00.) 

To help today’s armchair adventurers: 
follow the exploits of Odysseus and the 
other heroes of two perennial best sell-: 
ers, the “Iliad” and the “Odyssey,” M. 
I. Finley, professor of ancient history, 
has written.a concise and very readable 
study of the social, political, religious, 
moral and economic life of the early 
Greek world described in the epic 
poems. 


Although Mr. Finley ignores literary 
problems, he does sum up the world of 
the Greek heroes and explains some of 
the issues that perplex sophisticated 
readers living in a less heroic, less 
aristocratic, and less cretiulous age. With 
generous evidence from the “Iliad” 


and “Odyssey,” he analyzes the role in’ 


Homeric society of 
the. hero - king, 
‘whose primary con- 
cerns were for his 
family, his honor, 
his physical prow- 
ess, and his mate- 
rial wealth. Nota- 
bly lacking in these 
leaders of early 
Greek life was any 
awareness of sin 
and ‘social justice. 
Not one of them 
was’ plagued by a 
prick of conscience, 
M. |. Finley In his synthesis 

of hundreds of 
sources (in 1951 alone 74 books and 
articles about Homer were printed— 
23 in English) Mr. Finley supports the 
belief that probably 100 years elapsed 
between the writing of the “Iliad” and 


the “Odyssey,” the former dating from. 


about 750 ‘B.C., the latter from about 
650 B.C. By necessity there must have 
been two “Homers.” 


The differences in emphasis gn the 
two epics indicate a shift in values and 
religious attitudes. The “Dliad” is a 
story of war and individual combat: the 
“Odyssey” is partly a fairy tale full of 


magical adventures, and partly a domes- — 


ti¢ drama in which Odysseus struggles 


to preserve his home and family, a 


drama in which villains and a pattern of 
justice, both absent from the “Iliad,” 
are major plot elements. ~ 

Though neither new nor revolution- 
ary, the author’s pertinent remarks on 
the ethics regulating fighting, the laws 
of hospitality, the obligations of gift- 
giving, and the relationship between 
the heroes and their gods help both 
the experienced traveller as well as the 
newcomer exploring Homer’s “realms 
of gold.” 

Here is a book that will greatly help 
readers to understand the world that 
is the setting for two of our great 
works of literature. It {s regrettable, 
however, that Mr. Finley leaves to oth- 
ers the privilege of asserting why Hom- 
er’s greatness as a poet seems unassail- 
able.

Europe’s ‘New Look’ at the United States 


N OBSERVER returning to western Europe will soon feel 
that during the past year there has been a big change in the 
European attitude toward the United States. 


A year ago America was the 
subject of intense interest. It 
was difficult to have con- 
versation that did not n or 
end. with a cross-examination 
about McCarthyism, massive re- 
taliation, agonized reappraisal; 
liberation, the unleashing of 
Chiang, etc., etc. 

All that has now passed away. 
If, as all the reports say, the 
American voters are apathetic 
about American issues and the 
American elec- 
tion, the apathy 
is even greater 
in Europe. One 
can easily con- 
clude that in 
Europe there is 
not at the mo- 
ment much 
popular interest 
in American po- 
litical affairs, = <2 
and that even @a oe 
in responsible BPisenhower - 
quarters’ there 


is no strong interest. 


Growing Independence. 


There is no doubt that the 
connections between Europe and 
America have become much 
looser than they were. An 
American observer can be of two 
minds about that. There are 
mariy aspects of this change 
which are unattractive and em- 
barrassing, most particularly 
where there is a loss of confi- 
dence resulting from the con- 
trast between big talk and small 
deeds. 

But the fundamental read- 
justment of relations between 

‘¢he two continents is, I believe, 
a good development. Indeed it 
is evidence that the fundamental 
purpose of American postwar 
policy is being achieved. 

For whatever the figure we 
cut, thanks to our talkative 
Senators and speech writers and 
television experts and admirals, 
the great underlying fact is that 
western Europe, which was 
prostrate in 1946, is again the 
seat of great powers able to 
play their part in the world. 


Lessons of Geneva. 


The loosening of the connec- 
tions during the past year has 
been promoted by two great 
events. One is that while the 
United States is having a small 
recession, Western ‘Europe has 
been booming. 

This overthrows the whole 
theory of the postwar era, which 
was always that even a small 
setback in the American econ- 
omy meant serious trouble in 


Europe. Events in the past year | 
have discredited the notion that, | 
as we used to say, when the. 
American economy has a cold | 


Europe has pneumonia. 
In 1954 the American economy 
does have a cold. But Europe 


PARIS. 


has never been in better. health 
since the end of the war. This is 
an experience which makes for 
a feeling of independence in 
Europe. 

The Geneva conference did 
mfich, I believe, to remove the 
‘feeling of dependence which has 
(grown up during the years of 
prostration, the feeling that 
great decisions in world affairs 
come only from Washington. 


Some Fear of ‘Solution.’ 


The conference has marked 
and made visible the new 
phase in American foreign pol- 
icy. What happened before and 
then during the Geneva confer- 
ence showed that interests are 
stronger than rhetoric. They 
showed that beyond the region 
of American vital interests—and 
southeast Asia is beyond it—the 
United States is not‘ willing or 
able to play the dominant and 
decisive role. 

We had talked as if we meant 
to play that role. But the events 
showed that we were not willing 
to take risks beyond our vital 
interests. It showed that we were 
willing to let the countries with 
a primary interest in the region 
take the leading part. 

Western Europe has very near- 
ly lost the fear, which was 
serious a year ago, that the 
United States is intending to 
precipitate a preventive war, or 
a war of liberation, or a war to 
unseat the Peking government. 


Post-Election Reappraisal. 


The Europeans aré now per- 
suaded that the Republicans 
under Eisenhower are not so 
different from most Europeans 
themselves, that their first in- 
terest is in things at home 
rather than in things abroad. 

There is somé, but not much, 
fear that as we tend to do 
everything in extremes we shall 
now swing back to the isolation 
of 1939. 

What the Europeans would 
like is our firm support of the 
Atlantic alliance, and less direct 
intervention in their internal af- 
fairs. They would like us to 
make the maintenance of the 
alliance the great object of our 
policy, and leave it more to them 
fo determine how to do propa- 
ganda and psychological warfare 
with their own Communists. 

When things take.shape after | 
the election we shall have to’ 
consider the necessity of remov- 
ing the irritation caused by our 
overzealous meddling in the in- 
ternal affairs of Western Europe. 
For what we call psychological 
warfare is, I am persuaded, do- 
ing more harm to the United 
States than it is to the Soviet 
Union, 

In the near future we shall 
need to give it an agonizing re- 
appraisal.

Puccini’s “Madame Butterfly” 
returned to the Opera House 
stage last night after a five-year 
absence, this time to be admir- 
ably sung and attractively staged 
in its original two-act versiofi 
by the touring Charles L. Wag- 
ner Opera Company.

A four-day convocation of 
world leaders in many fields 
will be held at Washington Uni- 
versity beginning Feb. 19 to 
mark the university’s rededica- 
tion to American educational 
ideals in the second century of 
its existence, Chancellor Ethan 
A. H. Shepley said last night at 
a dinner on campus. 


Emphasizing the university’s 
powers for community service 
and education, the convocation 
will have as its theme “The 
Blessings of Liberty,” taken 
from the Preamble to the Con- 
stitution, the Chancellor told 
400 guests assembled at the 
Women’s Building. 


Participants chosen from 
many different countries for 
their contributions to world 
thought will discuss liberty’s 
benefits, whether spiritual, edu- 
cational, political, social or ma- 
terial, Shepley explained. 


McAfee Chairman. 


General chairman for the con- 
vocation will be J. Wesley Mc- 
Afee, a director of the univer- 
sity and president of Union 
Electric Co. Assisting him as 
co-chairmen will be David R. 
Calhoun Jr., president. of St. 
Louis Union Trust Co., and Mrs. 
John M, Schoenberg. 

As the university, founded in 
1853, begins its second 100 years, 
Shepley said, its leaders. “feel 
the need to establish a focus df 
interest undérstanding of 
the  university’s purpose and 
plans.” ;

had greater need for educating 
our youth wisely. We are send- 
ing them into a world that needs 
thoughtful and vigorous leader- 
ship and followership.

Marciano Match. 

RCHIE MOORE is the 
A isn heavyweight cham- 

pion of the boxing world 
but he so far outclasses the 
available competition in his 
division that he is looking for 
new worlds to conquer. And 
he looks longingly at the 
heavyweight crown worn by 
Rocky Marciano. 

Moore claims he has been 
getting the run-around from 
Al Weill, Marciano’s manager, 
so he has written a letter to 
the sports fans of the country 
in an effort to get their back- 
ing to force Marciano into a 
match with him. 

Here is the letter: 

“Dear Sports Fan: 

“I am Archie’ Moore. 

“I am the present world 
light heavyweight champion. 
For years I was denied the 
opportunity to fight for the 
world title in two divisions, 
the middleweight and the 
light heavyweight. I won the 
light heavyweight crown on 
Dec. 17, 1952, in St. Louis at 
the age of 36 years. 

“I was the light heavy- 
weight No. 1 coftender when 
the title was held, in turn, by 
Gus Lesnevich, Freddie Mills 
and Joey Maxim. 

“I was compelled to guar- 
antee Maxim $100,000 for my 
first chance at the title. My 
end for winning the cham- 
pionship was a measly $800. 
Although I was head over 
heels in debt, I was extremely 
happy. Now that I am cham- 
pion I find no outstanding op- 
ponents in the 175-pound divi- 
sion. 

“IT have defeated Maxim 
three times, and in my last 
defense knocked out Harold 
Johnson. The latest so-called 
contender is Boardwalk Billy 
Smith, who got the.name of 
Walk-out Billy Smith when he 
suddenly quit to me in the’ 
eighth round of a bout in 
Portland, Ore. 

“Now I am forced to seek 
bouts in the heavyweight divi- 
sion as I have been doing for 
several years. Among. the 
heavyweights I have defeated 
are Nino Valdes, ranked No. 1 
(that was in St. Louis ‘in 
Archie's first fight after win- 
ning the 175-pound champion- 
ship) and Jimmy Slade, the 
New York State heavyweight 
champion. 

“As I don’t wish to take 
anything that does not right- 
fully belong to me, I am will- 
ing to fight Valdes, and Don 
Coeckell, the British Empire 
champion, within the period of * 
two weeks. Should] fail to 
knock out Valdes, I wdulh con- 
tribute my share of the purse 
to some worthy cause and 
should I fail to stop Cockell, I

“I have been told that Al 
Weill, Rocky. Marciano’s man- 
ager, does not want the world 
heavyweight champion to fight 
me.

In the opinion of 
millions of people, Marciano 
is a great champion fighter. 

“I personally believe that if 
it was.up to Rocky he wou 
fight me first. 

“I-am asking for your sup- 
port in my campaign to get a 
fight with the heavyweight 
champion. If you believe that 
I am entitled to the match, 
please write, telegraph or 
phone your favorite sports 
writer. Drop a postal card, or 
letter, or send a telegram to 
Robert kK. Christenberry, 
chairman of the New York 
State Athletic Commission, 
who also is chairman of the 
World Championship Commit- 
tee. 

“Many people ask me: ‘When 
are you going to fight Mar- 
ciano?’ You, the fan, can an- 
swer that question.

Many will say they do not 
like vénison. If beef or pork 


ment as is usually given deer, 
it is doubtful that those steaks | 
and roasts would be considered | 
palatable. In the stockyards | 
aged animals are classified as | 
“canners” and “cutters” and are | 
gonsidered not suitable for steaks | 
and roasts. Last year in Chari- | 
ton county a hunter bagged a | 
10-point, four-and-one-half-year- | 
old buck that weighed 237) 
pounds dressed. As a trophy it | 
was outstanding, but it is doubt- | 
ful that an animal of this age | 
contained any tender steaks or | 
was particularly palatable when | 
prepared for the table. 


Like beef, pork or even fowl, 
age is a major factor in the ten- 
derness or flavor of venison. 
Baby beef or veal does not re- 
quire long cooking and the same 
is true of young venison. Por- 
tions of the older animals should 
be put through a food grinder 
and ground like hamburger for 
best results. It also is impor- 
tant that-all the fat be removed 
and beef suet or bacon substi- 
tuted to take away the rancid 
taste and leave the meat not dry 
and tasteless. 

Care of Meat After Kill. 


Good, prime beef is aged for 
a lengthy period to bring out its 
best qualities. Venison should be 
given the same treatment. Two 
weeks in a cold storage plant 
where the animal is kept at a 
temperature sufficient to pre- 
vent spoilage,: but not cold 
enough to freeze the carcass, 1s 
essential for the best results. 
The meat should never be quick- 
frozen when any of the body | 
heat remains. | 

The care of the meat soon | 
after the’animal has been bagged 
is of great importance. The an- 
imal should be eviscerated im- 
mediately. Prompt action is es- 
sential. The cavity should be 
propped open and then wrapped 
in cheese cloth as soon as pos- 
sible to prevent™ 
tamination. If it is at all pos- 
sible, tie the deer on two poles, 
feet downward, and carry it to 
where it can be transported. to 
camp by car or truck. To drag 
a deer any distance by towline 
over rough, rocky terrain only 
means that the. meat will be 
bruised and bloodshot. Male 
deer have scent glands near the 
hocks of the hind legs and these 
should be promptly removed. 
Otherwise, the animal may have 
what is often mistakenly re- 
ferred to as a “gamey taste. 

The cooking of venison under 
ordinary conditions; when the 
age of the ‘animal is taken into 
consideration and it has been 
properly aged and cared for, is 
no mumbo-jumbo procedure. Re- 
move the excess fat and carry 
onthe same as with beef or 
pork. Do not try to broil or fry 
steaks from aged animals. In- 
stead, use the Dutch oven as 
you would for a beef chuck 
roast. Brown first in hot fat and 
simmer for a long period until 


tender. Keep the cover on and for the past two years. ABC, 


add water as needed until the 
venison is tender. Then add po- 
tatoes and onions as you would 
with a beef roast. 

Broil or fry the steaks from 


ing or frying until the meat is 
the color as black rubber boot 
will make it nearly as tough and 
about as tasteless.

Colleges Face Big Cut in Football TV Re 
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Network 
May Lose 
2 Million 


NEW YORK,. Nov. 3 (AP)— | 
Football’s $4,000,000 television | 
show may cost the sponsoring | 
network nearly $2,000,000 and 
the chances are the colleges will 
have to accept a lot less money 
for the rights to televise their 
games next fall. 


The “guess” in the television 
industry is that. the American 
Broadcasting Co. will lose about 
$1,800,000 on its $4,500,000 
“package” this year. This in- 
cludes 12 weeks of football tele- 
vision, supporting radio shows 
that are paying their own way, 
and a 26-week program of other 
college sports which will begin 


in December. 


ABC, naturally, isn’t giving 
out any figures. But halfway

But the season was significant 
for many more reasons and sev- 
eral performances were so out- 
standing that track experts again 
are asking, “Just what is the 
human body eapable of? What 
are the limits of its strength and 
endurance?” 

Of major note was Russia’s 
surpassing for the first time the 
United States in the parade of 
setting world marks. Russia set 
eight records in the 1954 season 
while the United States set 
seven. Little Czechoslovakia had 
‘six -while Australia and Great 
Britain set three apiece. The 
remaining four went to men 
from Norway, Finland, Hungary 
and Denmark. 

Until 1954 the 5000 meters 
race had been run in less than 
14 minutes. only once—by Gun- 
der Haegg of Sweden in 1942. 
During 1954 the 5000 meters 
was run in less than 14 minutes 
five times. 

Broken Before Ink Is Dry. 
Meanwhile, the three mile 
record was broken four times. 
Records fell at such a pace 
that Britain’s Christ Chataway 
ran second in five world rec- 
ord setting races before he man- 
aged to set a mark of his own. 
Even then his mark, in the 5000 
meters, lasted only 17 days. 

For 50 years the four-minute 
mile had been a goal for runners 
from English speaking nations 
who measure their distances in 
inches, feet, yards and miles. Dr. 


Roger Bannister of Britain broke 
through that almost magic bar- 
rier with his 3:59.4 mile at Ox- 
ford, England, on May 6: 

Forty-six days later Austra- 
lia’s John Landy broke a Bannis- 
ter’s mark with a 3:58 clocking. 

Before another month and a 
half passed, both Dr. Bannister 
and school teacher Landy again 
had run a mile in under four 
minutes. 

America’s Parry O’Brien and 
thousands of other shot putters 


before have aimed over a cone- 
shaped field at a chalk line with 
“60 yards” written on it. None 
of them ever Feached the line 
until 1954, 

O’Brien passed the landmark 
one night last May before he | 
took off his sweat suit and dur- 
ing a 49-day period he repeated 
the heave four more times. His 
longest put was 60 feet 10 
inches. 

Wes Santee of America set a 
1500 meters reeord and 17 days 
later Landy broke ‘it. 

Two Marks in One Race.

THE TOP FLOOR of the martin house filled 
the back seat of our car, while the first story 
fitted exactly into the trunk. Now we're decid- 
ing just where to erect the apartment, though 
it will probably be in a fairly open space be- 
tween the vegetable garden and the barn-lot 
where the martins will have free flying range. 
The scheme for erection is ingenious, consisting 
of a short section of 144-inch pipe which screws 
into a flange in the bottom of the house. This 
in turn screws into a long piece of 2%-inch 
pipe which serves as the pole. Next you dig a 
post hole about two feet deep in which is cen- 
tered a metal tube made of down-spouting, sur- 
rounded with concrete. The tong pipe with 
the house atop of it slips down into this tube, 
so that the house can be taken down each year 
for cleaning. We'll finish the erection job so 
that it has time to weather before spring, then 
battle to keep the. English sparrows from taking 
over before the martins come north.

ALL THIS ACT[VITY reminds us it is time 
to be thinking about the winter bird feeding 
program. Even though the harvest of wild fruits 
and seeds is bountiful, it is a good idea to get 
the feeders up and filled. Casuals will come in 
every day—many of them birds from last. win- 
ter. And as the weather worsens, these will 
bring in others from the woods and fields and 
thickets. Already we note the, titmice and 
chickadees, the mockingbird and: an occasional 
nuthatch in the trees about the house.

OUR OWN BIRD FEEDING equipment is 
simple enough—a couple of swinging trays and 
a glass-sided hopper atop a pole, these for 
mixed graiti; several logs bored full of holes 
and swung from limbs for peanut butter anil 
raisins; a swinging suet feeder and a few more 
pieces of suet Bung-out in bags -of netting such 
as are used for packing oranges, although these 
latter are admittedly not ornamental. Birds of 
every kind seem to love peanut butter and you 
might find a grocer or wholesaler who will 
save old stock where the oil is separated from 
the ground nut meats. The same is true of 
suet which you can often get from your locker 
plant when they are cutting up beef carcasses. 
As for grain, a 25-pound sack of poultry scratch 
feed in “growing” size will last a long time anid 
you can add a pound or two of sunflower seed 
now and then as a special treat. Some birds 
will eat a bit of fruit—the mockingbird espe- 
cially is fond of raisins, while other birds will 
eat them mixed with peanut butter. 

x * 


IT IS SURPRISING the number of species 
which can be attracted to the feeders, although 
rather oddly, you are apt to have more differ- 
ent kinds of birds at the edge of the city than 
we do in the country. This is because of the 
large amount of undergrowth and shrubbery 
generally found in the suburbs, whereas on the 
farm, even though there are woods nearby, the 
house is generally surrounded by open space in 
the form of barn-lots, vegetable garden and 
fields. These are not especially favorable for 
the wintering songbirds, except for such species 
as field sparrow, horned lark, goldfinch and a 
few other seed eaters. Most of the birds that 
come readily to the feeder like to have thickets 
and woods nearby. ‘ 


WE'VE NOTED that the slate-colored junco 
has returned within the last week. Goldfinches 
now are gathered in large flocks and can. be 
seen in weed patches or crossing the fields in 
their merry swinging flight. Doves are heading 
south, although a few pairs still remain with 
us and may be here most of the winter. At 
this season we always see a number of red- 
headed woodpeckers, consorting in’ the bottom- 
land fields with the flickers which are numerous 
just now. Meadow larks have gathered for their 
short southward migration and some are doubt- 
less coming in from farther north. 


* * 

MOST SHORE BIRDS have headed south. 
But recent rains have once again spread the 
waterfowl out over the flyway, so that on any 
morning trip to the pond we'll surprise. a band 
of blue-winged teal, pintails, greenwings,. bald- 
pates or ring-necks. Only a few flocks of geese 
have gone over. But one stormy night might 
bring them in numbers. And early this morning, 
when I went out to feed, I heard the melancholy 
calling of a single goose. Looking up, I saw 
an adult blue goose winging wearily*southward 
in solitary flight..

Leaky Toilet Flush Tanks. 
ODAY we are concerned 
with a small rubber object 
that spends about half its 

time doing what it’s supposed 
to do and the rest of the time 
making people loose their tem- 
pers. It’s called a rubber ball 
valve and it's used.inside a 
flush. tank. 

When it’s working properly 
it drops down over the opening 
of the pipe from the tank to the 
bowl and prevents water from 
the tank leaking into the bowl. 

The whole trouble is that in 
many cases the ball valve doesn’t 
do its job properly and that's 
when you find water constantly 
running from the tank into the 
bowl. 

In most cases the cause of this 
trouble is a worn ball valve.

The cure ig to get 
a new valve at your ware 
store. The old valve ¢an be re- 
moved from the metal rod by 
simply unscrewing it and then

Mrs. White, a psychology 
major at Butler University 
and a former student at Ohio 
State, used to entertain her 
family with humorous stories 
about hats. Five years ago 
she was persuaded by her 
daughter to develop the sub- 
ject into a talk which she has 
given for audiences varying 
from women’s clubs and 
church organizations to mas- 
ter plumbers. So interested 
chas Ker family become in the 
project that the daughter of- 
ten travels with her. One day 
the deck of théir car, which 
contained Mrs. White's props 
for the afternoon, became 
locked and they sought the 
services of a mechanic. The 
daughter said, ‘‘Please hurry, 
mother has to use her hats in 
30 minutes.” “The mechanic’s 
response was “Why can’t she 
use the one she has on?” 

Funds from Mrs. White’s 
talks are given to fhe Sunday 
school class of 150 women 
which she has. taught for 12 
years. The class, in turn, do- 
nates the money to the educa- 
tion of foreigners who come to 
the United States for school- 
ing. 

Mrs. White's hats, 397 of 
them, have been accumulated 
through gifts from her family 
and friends and her own funds, 
and reflect the long fashion 
period from 1892 to 1954. The 
collection is constantly being 
brought up to date, and the 
accompanying speech becomes 
more humorous. 


One hat in the collection, a 
prim straw model which dates 
from 1892, is called the Emily 
Post, says Mrs. White, because 
it suggests the proper but often 
dull women who always mind 
their manners. Another, an 
ornate creation of brown and 
cream velvet with a pheasant 
spreading its feathers over the 
crown, is called “The Gossip.” 


Then there is another hat, 
purchased with a check sent 
to Mrs. White during World 
War II by her son, who was in 
Russia on a mission for the 
State Department. The mes- 
sage accompanying the check 
said, “Buy a hat on me for 
Mother’s day.” She did. It 
was decorated with violets sur- 
rounding a red rose. She calls 
it “Memory.”

Christianity Is Too Easy

HEN G. K. Chesterton 
‘was told that Christianity 
had been tried and found 
wanting, his famous answer 
was “Christianity has been 
found hard, but not tried.” 
But one wonders if that 
really the answer. May it no 
be truer to say Christianity 
has not been tried, because it 
has been found to be easy. 
People are turning away from 
Christianity today not because 
it is too hard, but because it 


. fs too soft; not because it de- 


mands too much, but because 
it demands too little. 

First of all, the definition 
of Christianity is made so 
broad as to include not only 
those who are not Christians, 
but who may with reasonable 
certainty be Communists, 
Many who call themselves 
Christians identify Christian- 
ity with defense of labor 
unions, others with the de- 
fense of private property or 
capitalism. Some are called 
Christians because they op- 
pose a political figure and 
others are called Christians 
because they favor him. Ser- 
mons often are nothing but 
cheap moralizations in which 
a little natural good will or 
tolerance is praised as the 
spirit of Christ.

SOME TAKE every attack 
upon Christianity as a mani- 
festation of evil will, and be- 
gin immediately to despair of 
this generation. . Obviously, 
when such attacks come from 
those who are already ac- 
quitted to the cause of anti- 
Christianity, no conclusion is 
to be drawn. 

But as for those who pro- 
test, for example, against the 
dechristization of the masses, 
it should be remembered that 
they do so, not because they 
are anti-Christian or anti-re- 
ligious, but rather to awaken 
sleeping consciences. Some 
such critics may have put 
their fingers on the “sore 
spots, and it would be well 
for Christian conseiences to 
betake themselves to the 
divine physician for consulta- 
tion.
